ignorance the most profound of the peculiar constitution 
of our social system is palpable, The answer is to be found 
in those well-known phrases which are heard often enough 
even in these days—the country party and the agricultural 
interest, And, moreover, commercially great as we are, there 
is probably not in the most purely agricultural nation in the 
world a more decided fondness for the possession of land than 
amongst the very class which is supposed to be wrapped up in 
trading pursuits in Great Britain, The actual profits of our 
merchant princes and the surplus wealth of our manufacturers 
invariably find their most cherished investment in territorial 
possessions ; and it is to be doubted whether there is a successful 
tradesman amongst us who does not look forward to purchasing 
a freehold, even if it consists of no more than a garden and a 
paddock, The success of freehold land societies, which have 
almost ceased to be used as political agencies, is based on this 
English fondness for the acquisition of the soil of our country, 
It thus chances that, owing to this spirit of fondness for land, 
there is always going on amongst us a process of transmutation 
of real property such, perhaps, as is apparent in no other country 
in the world, The necessity, therefore, of a simple, cheap, and 
easy transfer of land, and a facile mode of securing the title to 
real estate in such a condition of things, is so obvious that it 
speaks for itself. What the actual position of our legal system 
in relation to these subjects is let the Lord Chancellor, in his 
capacities of Minister of Justice and legal reformer, tell us, 

With an authority which lost nothing from the tone almost 
of bitter irony, this head of the law told us that in every species 
of property except land the fact of possession is the ordinary 
proof of title to it, But according to our present system no 

can be certain that he has obtained a landed estate 
which he has bought and paid for until he has examined the 
whole series of transactions which have taken place with respect 
to that estate for the previous sixty years, Any flaw in the 
title, however minute, at once vitiates the right of ownership 
and entails on the innocent owner the penalty of paying back 
rents for any number of years below sixty during which he has 
suppored himself to be enjoying the profits of his estate. If you 
buy stock or railway shares the purchase may be finished 
within a few hours, and wil! be complete for all purposes of 
poesession and enjoyment; but if you buy land at an auction, or 
enter into a contract for the purchase of an estate, it by no 
means follows that you can get into safe possession. The deeds 
for sixty years back connected with such a property must 
go through a most exhaustive process; they must be ab- 
stracted, and the abstract must be compared with the original 
parchment documents ; a labour which of course involves an 
adequate remuneration to the industrious professional agents 
who engage in such a toilsome work. Then there must be the 
most elaborate research after encumbrances,—doubts may be 
raised and objections taken which must be answered ; disputes 
may occur; defects, if any are discovered, must be remedied ; 
and, in fact, the catalogue of complications, delays, and expense 
may be carried out almost ad infinitum. Well, suppose the 
purcharer at last in the comfortable possession of his estate, 
with an indisputed title established ; bat suppose it happens 
that two or three years afterwards he dies, leaving an heir who 
desires a change of property, or is in the condition which 
heirs often are, that of finding it necessary to dispose of his 
estate ; again the same process of dealing with the title is to 
be gone throngh, and it is no answer to the hardship of the 
case to say that the previous abstracts and examination ma- 
terially lighten either labour or cost, They may to a certain 
extent; but no conscientious legal adviser would be satisfied 
with accepting any previous making up of title for granted ; 
and it has happened before now that the acute eye of a new 
conveyancer has discovered a flaw which had escaped obser- 
vation in more than one former examination. 

This is but a faint sketch of the actual inconveniences and 
annoyances which attend the transfer of real property, however 
small in extent and minute in value, It is but a map of the 
actual legal country which it indicates, The matter has long 
been the subject of public discussion, and even amongst the 
most old-world lawyers (who have left off practising as con- 
veyancers) it has long been admitted that the burden was 
grievous and indefensible, pressing exactly where the power to 
bear it was weakest, for it does not, of course, matter to the 
ewner of the third of a county that his muniment-room should 
be ransacked, and a certain sum of money be paid to certain 
lawyers for doing work to which they are accustomed when the 
lord of thousands of acres chooses to part with a few hundred 
of them ; but the case is very different where the property may 
be a man’s all, and may be of the value in itself of a very 
moderate sum. 

That the difficulty of dealing with the question is very great, the 
tentative, experimental, and almost hesitating measure proposed 
by the Lord Chancellor on Monday last alone would go some 
way to prove. In truth, that great funttionary in his very 
demeanour gave evidence of the inherent obstacles in his 
way; for in attacking abuse he was bold and denunciatory 
enough ; whereas, in presenting his remedial measures his con- 
fidence was apparently somewhat abated. The abstract problem 
which he had to solve was why the transfer of real property 
should not be assimilated to that which obtains with regard to 
money in the funds or stock in a railway company, and whether 
means could not be provided by which, practically, a single 
investigation of title can be made conclusive, In the first place, 
the bill of the Lord Chancellor touches a minor but a not unim- 
portant point in the making up of titles, He has endeavoured 
to put an end to the use of parchment and to have deeds printed 
in the convenient form of books, instead of being engrossed on ex- 
panses of prepared sheepskin, which in some instances are nearly 
©o-equal with the extent of the land to which they relate. His 
next object je to create a legal instrument which will not only give 


a registry divided into two parts--one containing guaranteed or 
statutory titles, and the other containing such titles as are 
intended to be made statutory and indefeasible, The registrar, 
with the aid of examining officers, and, if necessary in cases of 
extreme difficulty, with the aid of the Court of Chancery, is to in- 
vestigate titles, and ascertain that they are proper to be placed on 
the register, the fact of which wil! have the effect of making them 
statutory ; that is, following the analogy of the Encumbered 
Estates Court in Ireland, the owners of the lands in question are 
to be provided with what is called a clean title ; and the certifi- 
cate which he will then hold will be a sufficient title against all 
the world, and relieve the estate from the necessity of any retro- 
spective investigation, It is proposed also to establish a registry 
of mortgages, After a certificate of title has once been given itis 
provided that no new dealing with that title shall take place 
till the original certificate has been returned to the registrar, 
In cases of equitable mortgages, that is, the raising of money on 
the deposit of title-deeds, it is provided that the certificate of 
title shall be as effectual for the purpose of such deposits as 
deeds now are, As this public conveyancing-office, for it will 
be nothing less, may not possess absolute infallibility, provision 
is made for compensating persons who may suffer by any 
mistakes in not ascertaining defects of title previous to the 
granting of a statutory title, and which may become apparent 
afterwards, This isto be done by the payment of fees at the 
time of registration, which are to be paid into the Consolidated 
Fund, and form a kind of insurance against damage to pur- 
chasers caused by such slips as have been indicated, Again, in 
certain circumstances, power is given to the Court of Chancery 
to sell estates, the effect of which will be togive them a statutory 
title. 

Such, in its main outline, is the measure on which the 
Government mainly depends for its show of law reform for this 
Session. That it is not presented with entire and unquestion- 
able confidence is to be traced in the fact that the bill, or the 
Act, if it becomes one, is permissive only. It invites but does 
not compel purchasers to seek the aid of its machinery; their 
action in the matter is to be purely voluntary ; and it leaves 
those who are enamoured of the present state of things to the 
cultivation and sustentation of their old love. We confess that 
we see in this provision one of the chief obstacles to the success 
of the measure should it come into operation. It is palpable 
that it strikes at a vast professional interest which has become 
practically a vested one—that of the great body of conveyancing 


lawyers, These are by no means confined to a few specially~ 


trained barristers or certificated conveyancers in Lincoln’s Inn, 
but the system ramifies widely over the country, and exists in 
the office of every one of that body which Mr, Gladstone once 
ironically declared to be so helpless and so unequal to the task 
of protecting themselves—the solicitors of England, How 
many of this band of brothers will advise a client to go to the 
registrar of titles instead of remaining with them? To be 
sure this objection does not apply in its fullest extent to the 
proposed measure, because, as if still further to mark its 
experimental purpose, the area of the system of registration is 
only to be metropolitan at present, it being intended that its 
progress should be gradual, 

As it seems to us, the bill as it stands rather tempts the 
opposition which it is sure to receive. Already we hear that 
the statutory title which it is proposed to give will in a few 
years be as obscured and incumbered by the manifold operations 
of the owners of real property as titles are at present, and that 
neither time, trouble, nor expense will be ultimately saved by 
the new system which is proposed, Indeed, some would-be 
authorities go so far as to say that it only shifts the labour 
from unofficial to official conveyancers, and fixes the amount 
of expense, which is under the existing system dependent on 
personal contract ; and that, in fact, the immediate cost of 
ascertaining titles will not be materially, if at all, diminished. 
How much value attaches to these objections, time and the 
working of such a measure alone can prove. 

It is more than probable that a direct and downright blow at 
the existing system would have been more practically effectual 
than this, which is, after all, not much more than an attempt to 
get in the thin edge of the wedge. However that may be, not a 
little has been gained by the overt demonstration of the Govern- 
ment in a matter about which law reformers have been hovering 
for along time, and, if this first plunge is not a very dashing 
one, it must. be remembered that the stream into which it has 
been taken is deep, and full of dangerous rocks and shoals, 
which it will require no little skill and patience to steer clear of,

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PARLIAMENT is warming to its work, and the discussions are 
beginning to assume the regular business tone which is not 
acquired until after a few meetings have dispelled the free and 
easy holiday manners brought up from the country. Of the 
most important measure mentioned in the Royal Speech, the 
Land Titles Bill, we have spoken elsewhere, Lord Palmerston 
and Mr. Bright have met in single combat on the American 
question ; and, in answer to the declaration of the latter that 
there never was any intention on the part of the Federal 
Government to detain Messrs. Mason and Slidell, the Premier 
has plainly replied that the acts of that Government, until 
apprised of the determination of England, argued a contrary 
view; and that the expression of public opinion in the 
North justified our belief that but for a strong demon- 
stration om our part the Wilks outrage would have been 
vindicated by the American President. The cheers of the 
House testified to the fact that the Premier expressed the 
conviction of the nation, The entire cost of our demonstration, 
which may be held to have prevented a fearful war, has been 
but a million, and the outlay has been ber€ficial in many other 
respects, Mr, Roebuck has introduced a bill intended to deal 
with the scandalous system of forging trade-marks, Penal 
legislation may do something; but the standard of trade 
morality must be elevated before this practice and a good many 
other untradesmanlike habits are got rid of, We hear adver- 
tisements which evidently contain falsehoods defended on the 
ground that they are not exactly intended to deceive, but only 
to attract attention. Who can deal with pupils of such a 
school of ethics? Mr, Milnes has carried the second reading of 
the Wife's Sister’s Marriage Bill by a majority of eleven, 
Lord Bobert Cecil quoting Leviticus, and Mr, Walpole quoting 
Shakspeare, against the measure, Mr. Cox, of Finsbury, amid 
“ great laughter,” has demanded of Lord Palmerston whether he 
intends to introduce a Reform Bill, and has recéived the briefest 
negative which the forms of the House allow. It is intended 
by the Government to pass a bill for dealing promptly with 
military murderers, These subjects and Navy Estimates have 
occupied the attention of Parliament, We may add that a bill 
advocated by Mr, Hadfield, for doing away with a certain 
declaration on the part of persons admitted to corporate offices, 
has been read a second time, but will not probably become law. 
Public opinion in the Northern States appears to be calling 
peremptorily for action on the part of the military authorities ; 
and journals which are usually well-disposed towards the 
Government do not scruple to declare that unless something be 
done towards the subjugation of the South it will be difficult 
to protest much longer against the interference of other nations. 
The call seems to be heard, and a simultaneous movement of 
three forces, intended to clear Kentucky of the Southern troops, 
is announced, Again, we are told that another fortnight will 
bring us great news, Mr. Jefferson Davis was to be inaugurated 
as First President of the South on this day (the 22nd), and has 
selected the especial sacred volume on which “his lips shall be 
pressed” in ratification of his vow to protect the system of 
man-stealing and man-selling. The great consideration with 
the North is, of course, money; and, provided this can be 
found, it is most probable that the long and magnificent 
preparations made by General M‘Olellan will enable him to strike 
an important blow, one which will satisfy the honour of the 
North and permit Mr. Lincoln to listen to terms of compro- 
mise. A strange rumour is, however, promulgated, to the eect 
that the Fresident and his War Secretary design to take the 
of commanding the advancing army, while General 
M'‘Clellan will be left to act upon the Potomac, We mention 
this because it is gravely asserted in several journals, but the 
statement does not seem very truthfal, 
Continued difficulties between the King of Italy and Baron 
Ricasoli are reported by the Continental press, but it must be 
remembered that there is a strong desire to place Ratasai in the 
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»situation of the present Premier, and that all means, fair or 
unfair, are used to create an unfavourable impression of Ricasoli 
-and to raise his rival in public opinion, The unauthorised 
spublication of letters written by the late Count Cavour had 
‘this object, and will be considered as entirely unjustifi- 
-able, both as regards the living and the dead, Of the value 
-of their testimony to the merits of Ratazzi we need say nothing ; 
‘but it is well to record that Lord Clarendon, who has been des+ 
-cribed by Count Cavour as having promised far more aid from 
England to the cause of Italy than it could ever have been the 
intention of our Government to extend, has formally denied the 
accuracy of Cavour’s statements, 

Among the minor i:cidents of the week we may mention that 
Mr, Digby Seymour, M.P., has been addressing a most indignant 
and self-laudatory speech to a portion of the constituency at 
Southampton touching allegations that had been made against 
-his personal character, and which had been inquired into, and, 
according to the honourable member, satisfactorily disposed of 
‘by the Benchers of his Inn, If he has been wrongfully accused 
and honourably acquitted it is well ; but why should a man stand 
up and talk such blatant nonsense to a body of Englishmen as 
‘that he has made his way in life “ under the curse of being an 
Irishman”? To what first-class positions do Irishmen not attain ' 
Such trash is worthy a stump orator in America, We have to 
chronicle the first arrival of goods for the International Exhibi- 
tion— Liberia leading the way.

Before the building was handed 
over to the commissioners an im- 


portant operation was performed— 
namely, the testing of the floors 
of the gallery. The commic- 


sioners, following the precedent of 
1851, were desirous of giving as- 
surance to the public of the strength 
of those parts of the building de- 
voted to locomotion by the unerring 
test of the weight of human bein 
wn inall sorts of ways on the 
places which are to be iden here- 
after by peripatetic crowds. This 
was but proper, although it is to 
be understood that, fore the 
scantlings of the various materials 
which form the floor were decided upon, every part was actually tested 
by a dead weight equal to that of the densest crowd that could by any 
possibility be collected on a given spot. The cast-iron girders were 
made capable of carrying three times the load that could be put upon 
them; and a specimen of the flooring employed was loaded with 
bricks, in weight 1401b, to the superficial foot. There was, therefore, 
no doubt or fear in the matter; but the experiment was a 
tribute at once to public opinion and a proof of the confidence in 
the contractors entertained by the commissioners. They knew that they 
would be able not only to say but to prove that the structure in an im- 
portant particular was safe, Accordingly, in the presence of several of 
the Royal commissioners and some of the building committee, a body of 
400 workmen were marshalled so as topresent a front about equal to the 
width of a gallery, and, headed by Mr. W. Fairbairn, with Messrs, 
Clemence and Ashton, clerks of the works, acting as his aides-de-camp, 
and accompanied by the master blacksmith, they rushed up the stairs, 
at the top of which they formed into as dense a mass as possible, and 
walked and ran all over the galleries. The result of the test, which 
occupied three hours, was most satisfactory. As was to be expected, 
the floors vibrated beneath so thoroughly exceptional a pressure, but 
they instantly recovered on the —— being withdrawn, The average 
deflections were as follow :—For 25ft. cast-iron girders a quarter of an 
inch ; for 25ft, a trusses, five-eighths of anjnch ; and for the 
floor joists one i en 

As regards other parts of the building it may be stated that the 
picture-gallery is in such an eavenel state that ii awaits the 
process of colouring which it will receive from Mr. Crace. The 
question of water-tightness of the flat roofs of the building has been 
settled. During the recent wet weather it was found that, owing to 
causes connected with the weather itself, the covering of felt and 
tar did not afford complete imperviousness to rain; ly, the 
contractors, determining to have no doubt on this point, at their own 
expense in excess of their contract, to cover all the flats (a 
superficial surface of nearly 200,000ft.) with zinc placed over the felt. 
Of course this renders these parts of the roof thoroughly wat f, 
The glazing of the domes is going on as rapidly as possible. It may 
be as well to notice here an error which crept into our account of the 
finial of the eastern dome last week. It was stated that the gilded 
globe was seven feet in circumference, whereas the word diameter 
should have been used. . 

A good deal has been done in the ments which are connected 
with the working out of the details of the exhibition itself, and the 
apportionment of duties to different executive is proceed 
ing fast. Amongst other appointments we find that to Mr. R. Thompson
